We believe it necessary for the best 
interests of the State and the South that 
we do straight thinking on the suit that 
has been filed in Irwin County calling on 
that county to provide separate but equal 
school facilities for Negro children.

Disaster in Cotton 


Early last Summer we printed news 
stories from the Extension service to the 
effect the weather was bad for cotton 
and that rust, the boll weevil and other 
ills to which cotton is heir, were going to 
make the situation bad. 


Floods washed up many fields and re- 
quired replanting. The Summer weather 
was all Brother Boll Weevil could ask, 
damp and hot. The warm Winter before 
planting had brought him and his family 
through in great strength. 


Poisons were not in plentiful supply. 
Some few unscrupulous manufacturers 
ran up the price. The Extension Service 
knows them. They will let you know. 
Rust was bad. The weevil was bad. Boll 
worms, fleas and other enemies had a 
field day. 


Thé result is the worst cotton season in 
years. In some regions it is the worst 
since the boll weevil first struck in the 
early twenties. A half yield is the best 
that has been reported. In many regions 
there are reports of a few bales and in 
others a total loss.

If we refuse to provide separate but 
equal facilities we will reveal ourselves as 
unwilling to be fair and our laws to be 
falsely made. 

There isn’t the money to do the job. 

But a start can be made. 

And a start can delay suits until we 
can do what we ought to do anyhow, and 
what our own laws say we must do. 


It is a real disaster. It will force many 
tenants off the land into the towns and on 
relief. It will bankrupt some. It will put 
most in debt. It will cause many of those 
with enough capital to change over to 
grass and cattle. 

We have been writing on these pages 
for years about the flight of cotton west- 
ward. 

This year about two thirds of-the total 
crop will be made west of the Mississippi 
River. 

We will turn to the government for 
help. 

Last year when the Winter snows cov- 
ered most of the West, the Federal Gov- 
ernment.spent over a million dollars aid- 
ing the cattlemen. The most any State 
provided was $100,000. These states now 
are a little slow demanding the Federal 
Government keep out of State affairs. 
Some of our Georgia and Southern re- 
gions are disaster areas and will get Fed- 
eral help which Georgia and other states 
can’t give. Let’s keep this in mind when 
the Dixiecrats start talking about states’ 
rights.

Truman Tax Boost Won't Get Far 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has drawn a distinctly unfavorable reaction from congressional | 


leaders on his notice that he will ask Congress at the next session to increase taxes as a means of 


ending the current period of deficit financing. From the tone of responses to the President’s pro- | 
posal, it seems safe to say that no tax increase will be voted. Democrats and Republicans alike took | 
an adamant stand against such a program, and with an election coming off next year it is easy to see | 


where Congress will be in no mood to take on the added liability of a boost in taxes. 


That is something that is just never done. 
When Congress is confronted with the painful 
necessity of voting an increase in taxes, it can 
be relied upon to steer clear of a national elec- 
tion year. 

It is doubtful that the President himself 

will press the matter. He recommended a 
new tax increase at the beginning of the 
recent session after the increase in expendi- 
tures for the armed services and 
for Marshall Plan aid to Europe. But he 
never demanded a showdown on the propo- 
sition. Later on he abandoned the project 
altogether when there was a temporary lull 
in the national economy, not wishing to do 
anything that might disturb business condi- 
tions. 

Mr. Truman, no doubt, feels very keenly 
about the deficit financing under which we are 
operating. He regards it as something of a blight 
on his Administration that the Government 
should not be able to collect, in the prosperous 
peacetime which we are experiencing, enough 
to meet its current obligations. His position is 
that if we are ever to start paying off the huge 
national debt of some $252,000,000,000 accumu- 
lated from the war, now is the time when the 
national income of the country is running at the 
highest levels in history. 

But the President probably realizes that it is 
hopeless to expect Congress to do anything about 
next session, with an election in the offing. In

As the situation stands, we will probably go | 
on with the present program of deficit financing | 
until our commitments on Marshal] Plan aid are | 
discharged and we have enough assurance of | 


some permanency of world peace to order a vast 
reduction in our arms program. 


The size of the new deficits we are making | 


are not in themselves disturbing. Estimates are 
that they will run at between five and seven 
billions a year. With the way the national econ- 
omy is going, currently at a rate of some $217,- 
000,000,000 a year, the amounts are not greatly 
important. What is disturbing about it is that we 


should have to operate under a deficit in times | 


like these. 
Sen. Walter F. George, who as Chairman of 
the Senate Finance Committee is regarded as 


the leading tax authority in Congress, thinks the 


best solution to the problem lies in a program 
for encouraging greater production, with a view 
to building up the national income to a figure 
approaching $300,000,000,000 annually. President 
Truman has spoken of a similar objective. At 


$217,000,000,000 now, we are not far short of | 


the mark. 


If we are able to reach that figure, Senator 
George believes that present tax rates will 
be sufficient for all purposes, both as regards 
Federal Government need and the needs of 
the various States. In the meantime, he says, 
we should reduce spending wherever possible 
and readjust our taxes so as to encourage 
business and inspire greater activity in all 
lines, to the end that the ultimate national 
income goals may be achieved. 


Thinking along this line predominates in 


Congress. Hence if there is any tax legislation at | 
all in the next session it will probably be devoted | 


more to readjustments in existing levies than to 
increase on a broad scale. Quite a demand is 
growing up for eliminating some of the excise 


taxes which act as a deterrant to business. Many | 


of these will be expected to go. But Congress 


will hardly pass a general tax increase as pro- 


posed by the President. 


If we are successful in a few years in ex- | 


panding the national economy to the $300,000,- 
000,000 level, we should be able to whittle down 
the hdge debt in a more painless way. From the 
way the economy is going we will get there in 
due course.

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‘My French 
Teacher Told Me--’ 


“My French teacher said there was much 
> more war talk here than in France and that we 
may be guilty of war mongering... ” 

I bounced a bit, but kept silent. The student went on talking. 
“Someone in the class was arguing that maybe we had done 
things to make Russia afraid of us... ” 

I demurred mildly, saying merely that both the French teacher 
and the student were either uninformed or stupidly woolly-minded. 


Misery France is a part of the sea of misery and fear that 

stretches north from Sicily, lessening after it passes 
Naples, but extending on into the rest, of- the continent. In tradi- 
tionally gay Paris there is a lesson to be learned in the northern 
suburbs of that sprawling, great city. It is as grim as any there 
is, save some regions in Russia, South Italy and Sicily. 


There is more talk of war in Europe than here... but it has a 
different quality and content. Here we talk in terms of Russia’s 
ability to attack ... Russia is far away in terms of armies, but 
close in terms of aircraft and guided missiles ... so we talk in 
atom bombs and indulge in vagaries and often fantastically absurd 
nonsense. But no one would say there is anything in this country 
Save fear of war and a desire to avoid it. We have never known 
war save here in the South, and only a few are alive who know it. 


Europe In Europe the war talk is different, but it is talk of 

war and fear of war. They have known war intimately. 
In Europe the broken buildings are there in many countries. 
Broken economies are in all of them. In all of them war is not 
something distant, but next door. They can feel it on their necks. 
In France this worry and fear of war sits on every heart. It is 
daily in the newspapers and on the radio. 


In France it is expressed in the domestic problems of the franc 
and its value; in the difficulties of maintaining a government; in 
the daily political tug of war between the DeGaulists and the ex- 
treme left, with the middle class middle-of-the-roaders as their 
prize. It is present in the price of bread and meat. Fear of war 
is a part of their lives, as ours. But there it is closer. Only a 
fool or a designing propagandist would speak of France or Italy or 
any place in Europe as being a region of pastoral calm and quiet, 
where there is no fear or talk of war. 


Britain London talks in terms of the devalued pound. London 
feels the pinch of shortages and controls. But why 
does London feel this pinch? Because there is lack of trade with 
the dollar area. 
; Yes. But London feels it chiefly because her greatest expense 
is the cost of building and maintaining her defenses of land, sea 
and air. And, so again, it is fear of war which is the chief cause 
of Britain’s economic pressures. 

In places where political economic pressures are hard and on 
the verge of chaos, as in France, Italy and Britain, the talk is, of 
course, chiefly concerned with the domestic politics, cost of living, 
the things one wants and cannot have, and the doings of the politi- 
cal leaders. But this is all brought about because of the cost of 
preparing for defense in case of war and it is “war talk” of a sort 
much more depressing and depriving than our cocktail prattle and 


forum ranting. 
Bomb The bomb, of course, is over us all. 

It is in the papers of the world and on the radio. And 
because of it, I believe, actual war is further away than it was. 

But you may put this down. Trouble of some sort is sure in 
Germany between the East and West there, as the Soviets already 
begin their familiar pattern. Purges, parades, claims and arrests 
will follow before they “vote.” 

The Soviets, having violated the solemn pledges made at Yalta 
and at Berlin, a fact revealed by the undenied report of the Com- 
mission to the Balkans headed by Mark Etheridge, of the Louisville 
Courier Journal; by the violations of four-power control by Russia: 
by imperialistic grab of territory and power by the Soviets, the 
greatest in this generation. Yalta was not essentially or neces- 
sarily a bad deal. It has become one only because of Soviet double- 


dealing and treaty violation. : 
War There is war talk everywhere—because there is danger 
of war. 
There is fear of war everywhere—because there is reason to fear. 
But the more we discuss it and oppose it, the longer we may 
avoid it, And the longer we avoid it, the better chance we have to 
push it further into the future. 
But for any woolly-minded person to be allowed to say that only 
in this country is there talk of war—and that in Europe one hears 
little about it—is not fair either to us or to Europe where fear and 
the threat of war color affect all thinking and all governmental 
considerations. !

More Brains, Fewer Bricks 


A few weeks back, Mary Hayes MacArthur, the talented daugh- 
ter of a great actress and a fine playwright, was stricken by polio. 
The doctors did all they could, but.... 

Seeing as how I had known Mary since she was in rompers, the 
“but” bothered me plenty, and so the other day I dropped into the 
office of one of New York’s better diagnosticians. 

“Millions have been spent to track ‘down the polio bug,” I said. 
“How come it’s still at large?” 

“That’s a difficult question,” said the diagnostician, “and a 
dozen doctors would give you a dozen different answers. My 
theory—and it applies to cancer and heart as well—is that the men 
in charge of parceling out the funds are spending too much for 
buildings and too little for brains. Let me explain. . 


‘Pay Virtually every city in this cquntry has at least one im- 
pressive structure given over to medical research. In New 
York there are a dozen such buildings, including the recently com- 
pleted skyscraper which houses the Sloan-Kettering Institute. Yet, 
with few exceptions, the doctors and scientists in these palatial 
rockpiles are working for coolie wages. , 
in this year of grace and inflation, the research men who are 
trying to wipe out polio, cancer and other man killers are pafi 
less than ditch-diggers, streetsweepers or apprentice carpenters. 

What gives, you ask? Well, the ridiculous system works some- 
thing like this: 

Hundreds of millions have been spent and are being spent to 
build and equip hospitals and universities. When completed, how- 
ever, few of these institutions have the necessary funds to hire the 
even more necessary brains and know-how. And so the M. D. or 
Ph. D. who wants to use these facilities must wangle a fellowship 
from the United States Public Health Service, the Rockefeller 
Foundation, the National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis or 
one of the other do-good organizations. 

To eliminate competition, these outfits have gotten together and 
agreed to offer identical stipends—-$3,000 a year, plus an allowance 
of $600 for dependents. And that’s not a starting salary—as far 
seth germ detective is concerned, sixty bucks is both his top and 

ottom.

COLLEGE BENEFITS LASTING 
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ee R 
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_ Housewives Eye Sheepskins 


_ By BETSY HOPKINS 

Because college diplomas are prone to wend their dusty, 
dogeared way to attic trunks, and leave only a few bright 
tracings on the memory, and because it is a common belief 
that women substitute soap operas for Sappho and San- 
tyana when they get a broom in their hands and a hus- 
band in their home, we called a few housewives to find out 
just what their college careers mean to them today, and 
what improvements they would suggest in college cur- 
ricula, in the light of their later experiences. 


Opinions of local college grad- 


‘uates were similar fo those of 
30,000 members of the American 


Association of University Wom- 
en, who were interviewed in a 
recent nationwide survey con- 
ducted by that organization. 

Mrs. Frank J. Henry, house- 
wife, and mother of three chil- 
dren, feels that college gave her 
not so much a storehouse of 
facts, but an attitude, a stan- 
dard of values. 

“It opened doors that would 
have otherwise been closed,” she 
says. “College has. helped to 
make me more adaptable. It has 
given me the long view rather 
than the near view, and has 
taught me where’to look for the 
things I want to know.” 

Having gone to a woman’s col- 
lege, she thinks that a coed 
school offers a more normal at- 
mosphere. 

“In my day women were not 
properly prepared for the life 
that they had to lead,” she de- 
clared, “but this fault has been 
improved.” 

A graduate of Wellesley, Mrs. 
Ralph Uhry believes that col- 
lege is not an end in itself, but 
a beginning. 

“It gives one a sense of re- 
sponsibility, a feeling that she 
should utilize the education that 
was hers to benefit the commu- 
nity as well as to perform the 
duties of the home,” she says. 

What would she have 
changed?

| The mobile unit, which in reality | 
‘is a laboratory on. wheels, is op- 
erated by personnel of the soil- 
testing laboratory of the station. 
The unit, as well as the labora- 
tory, is under the direction of Dr. 
L. C. Olson. 

Dr. Olson explains that the uses 
of the “laboratory on wheels” will 
be multiple. It will be used for 
“trouble-shooting” in areas of the 
State where farmers are having 
difficulty, for education and dem- 
onstration, and for research. 

One of the unit’s chief advan- 
tages will be that of saving from 
two to three weeks in getting the 
results of soil analysis to farmers. 
Dr. Olson pointed out that sched- 
ules will be worked out with 
county agents or other agricultural 
agencies for the unit to visit each 
county where it is needed. 

When the unit visits a county, 
farmers will bring samples to the 
truck for analysis. Then, while 
they wait, the soil samples will be 
analyzed, and results and recom- 
mendations will be given right on| 
the spot. |

Annual Dairy 
Course Set at 
University _

| ATHENS — The eighth annual 
Short Course in Dairy Manufac- 
turing sponsored by the College of 
‘Agriculture at the Univérsity of 
Georgia will be held here Nov. 8-9, 
H. B. Henderson, head of the Uni- 
versity’s Dairy: Department, said 
yesterday. 

An impressive slate of speakers 
and a round of forums are being 
lined up for the course which is 
expected to attract dairy manu 
facturers throughout Georgia and 
the Southeast. 


Tentative plans for the two-day 
course include a séries of lectures 
on procéssing milk and controlling 
milk bacteria, preparation and 
promotion of ice cream, and pro- 
duction of cultured buttérfilk. -

These channels are _ con- 
structed of tile, stone, lumber or 
logs, and must be carefully 
planned and installed to be suc- 
cessful. 

Much low-lying hay and pas- 
ture land could be drained eco- 
nomically and profitably by con- 
open ditches. These 
ditches may be du; by hand, with 
an ordinary plow and slip scrape, 
with ditching plows, bulldozers, or 
draglines or blasted with ditching 
dynamite. However, open ditches 
tend to become weed-choked and 


must be cleaned frequently to be’ 
‘effective, 


Underground chanrels or _ sur- 
face ditches should be»planned and 
constructed within the next few 
months if land is to be cultivated 
next year, Bennett says. If prop- 
erly drained; fields which were 
once wet and cold _ until late 
spring will be warm ‘and dry 
enough to plant much earlier next 
year. Well-drained pasture land 
will furnish many more grazing 
days and withstand probable sum- 
mer droughts much better.
